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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Am  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
ma)  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  aftect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  tor  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of

aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.

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FOREWORD 


THE  collection  of  Mr.  Yamada  Baske  of  Tokyo  is  that  of 
an  artist  who  has  studied  and  taught  in  America  and 
Japan,  and  who  expresses  himself  with  delightful  facility 
in  water-color  in  a  purely  individual  technique  little  influenced  by 
European  modernism.  He  appears  to  find  pleasure  above  all  things 
in  the  fugitive  effects  of  mist  and  shadow  and  the  evanescence  of 
streams  and  Howers,  preferring  the  dawn  and  the  twilight  to  the 
glare  of  high  noon.  In  his  paintings  of  the  sacred  Fuji  mountain 
his  interpretation  is  always  interesting  for  its  versatility;  beautiful 
examples  are  the  Isle  of  Batten  [No.  516]  and  the  Tokaido  land- 
scape [No.  519]  with  their  varied  aspects  of  the  majestic  peak. 
Mr.  Baske  has  held  exhibitions  in  America,  but  this  is  the  first  oc- 
casion on  which  any  of  his  paintings  have  been  offered  at  public 
auction;  a  beautiful  group  of  over  fifty  water-colors  is  included 
in  the  evening  session  of  May  2. 

The  collection  also  comprises  the  artist's  own  selection  of 
fine  Japanese  color  prints  of  the  best  period,  including  the  works 
of  Harunobu,  Shunsho,  Hokusai,  Hiroshige  and  others.  In 
point  of  quality  of  color,  one  of  the  finest  is  the  Jet  or  before 
Mount  Fuji  by  Katsukawa  Shunsho  [1 726-1 792],  in  which  the 
rich  mauve  costume  is  set  off  against  a  delicate  yellow  background; 
a  kakemono  by  Kiyonaga  [1742-1815],  depicting  two  maidens  on 
a  balcony,  is  also  remarkable  for  its  beauty  of  line.  The  collection 
of  rhythmical  figure  studies  by  Kitagawa  Utamaro  and  the  superb 
series  of  Hokusai  landscapes  are  on  a  high  level  of  technical  excel- 
lence. Utamaro,  the  central  figure  of  the  late  eighteenth  century, 
is  known  above  all  his  contemporaries  for  his  creation  of  the 
languid  and  serene  feminine  type  studied  from  the  courtesans  of 
the  Yoshiwara:  a  brilliant  and  sophisticated  painter,  dominated 
by  the  imperious  esthetic  of  his  sensuous  outlook.  Hokusai,  who 
ranks  as  a  painter  of  nature  with  Hiroshige,  is  admired  for  his 
able  composition  and  the  majestic  architecture  of  his  landscapes. 

The  remainder  of  the  collection  includes  a  representative 
assemblage  of  Persian  and  Mesopotamian  potteries,  with  early 
examples  from  Rhages,  Rakka  and  Sultanabad;  three  beautiful 


Rhages  polychromed  bowls  of  the  twelfth  century  are  especially 
to  be  remarked.  A  small  number  of  early  Japanese  provincial 
potteries  are  welcome  for  their  interest  and  rarity.
